For according to 
Attorney Edward Thomas Moore, 
an international lawyer of New 
York and Paris, an American 
may not only drop his wife in 
Sofia, Bulgaria, but he can also drop 
all financial responsibility—he can 
cut off his wife without a sou. 


HOLLIS CASE RECALLED. 


Moores remarks were brought 
about by former Senator Hold 
remerriage in Rome to Mise Anne 
White Hobbs of Concord, N. H. 
and the statement of his firet wife, 
Mrs. Grace B. Hollis, now living 
at Princeton, N. J., that she did 
not recognize the foreign divorce. 

Moore admits he expects an 
“open controversy” to result from 
Hollis's divorce and remarriage. 

Since Mr. Hollis obtained a 
decree of separation from the 
New Mampshire Supreme Court, in 
1915, Modére said. ollis has pro- 
vided liberally for her support, 
but from now on will be under no 
obligation to do so. 

“A divorce decree terminates all 
rights arising out of the m 
contract,” said Moore, “The dower 
rights and other rights of a wife 
exist only during the married state. 
The separation is superseded by 
the divorce decree, and any obli- 
gation under the separation de- 
cree for the husband to support 
hig wife because of the marriage 
is ended when the marriage is dis- 
solved.” 

Moore was asked what action 
could be taken by the defendant in 
such a case, divorced without her 
knowledge in a foreign country 
where the law permits the defend- 
ant to be notified of a divorce ac- 
tion by publication in the newspa- 
pers of the land. 


QUESTION VALIDITY. 


“All she can do,” said Mr. 
Moore, “is to question the validity 
of the decree of divorce obtained 
abroad. She is a resident of New 
Jersey and might bring an action 
in that State on the ground that 
the decree had been illegally ob- 
tained. But we could argue that 
the only possible illegality would 
be in failing to comply with the 
Bulgarian laws as to residence. 
publication of notice, etc., and that 
jurisdiction in such an action was 
in the New Jersey 
courts, but in the Bulgarian courts. 
We should insist that any action 
to set aside the decree be argued 
in the Bulgarian courts. 

“In other words, international 
law gives to each country the 
right to determine the  require- 
ments to be complied with before 
it will grant a decree, and the 
right to decide whether that de- 
creé has been granted legally or 11 
legally. 


MUST BE RECOGNIZED. .« 

“Naturally a legal and valid de- 
cree granted by the courts of one 
country must be recognized under 
international law by every other 
country throughout the world and 
a second marriage following such 
a decree must be recognized as 
valid everywhere in the world, 
providing that the second mar- 
riage is performed in accordance 
with the requirements of the coun- 
try where it takes place.”

He 
deferred the task of breaking the 
safe till March 17. but left a hot 
trail behind him, which resulted in 
his capture two days later. On 
identification he was turned over

Chicago “Daily News’ As- 
serts Prohibition Failure. 


Says Issue Between White 


Wine and Beer. 


(EXcLOSIVE 
CHICAGO, March 27.—-Under 
the caption “nonintoxicants versus 
White Mule.” the Chicago Daly 
News, with the largest afternoon 
cireulation of any paper in the 
Middle West, tf not in the United 
States—4 newspaper which, for 
the past half century, under the 


continuous ownership of Victor F. 


Lawson, has been noted for its 
conservative attitude on all pub- 
lic questions—today comes out 
editorially for the repeal or modi- 
fication of the Volstead law. 

“Fair play is a jewel,” the Daily 


News says. “The day of excessive 
prohibition that causes ‘white 
mule’ and other fearful beverages 
to flow in inen streams through- 
out the country should\give way 
to a day of wise restrictive law 
banishing intoxication with all ite 
evila while permitting the manu- 
facture and sale of beverages of 
low alcoholic content as the most 
effective preventive of illicit traf- 
fie in deadly intoxicants.” 

The editorial says in part: 
FAIR CONsIDERATION. 
“The present agitation .. =. 
in favor of revising the Volstead 
Act in order that light wines and 
beer containing alcoho! tn less than 
intoxicating quantities may be 
lawfully manufactured and sold is 
entitled to fair consideration. Still, 
the manufacture and sale of in- 
toxicating liquors must remain un- 
lawful in the United States hence- 
forth forever unless the impossible 
should come about through the re- 
peal of the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment to the Constitution. But the 
American people are entitled to de- 
mand, if they choose, a scientific 
determination of the percentage of 
alcohol in a beverage that makes 
that beverage intoxicating. If one 
should say, as many do, ‘be satis- 
fied with what we now have, since 
letting well enough alone is 4 
sound principle,” the question 
arises, is what we now have well 
enough under existing conditions. 


PRECARIOUS BUSINESS. 

“Business of reforming ap- 
petites by statute is a precarious 
business. It is true that drunken- 
ness is an intolerable evil. It is 
also true that the removal of the 
ban on nonintoxicating, beverages 
of low alcoholic content would 
prove an excellent — tive of 
drunkenness. The rigid prohibi- 
tion laue now in effect have tre- 
mendousily stimulated the unregu- 
lated and nefarious activities of the 
moonshiner, the rum runder and 
the bootlegger. Most of the liquor 


manufactured and sold in defiance 
of law is universally conceded to 
| be highly intoxicating and worse. 
“If the country must choose be- 
tween the product of tnnumerable 
moonshine stills and nonintoxicat- 
ing wine and beer manufactured 
under government scrutiny and 
subject to regulative taxation and 
licensed sale common sense dic- 
tates that the choice should fall 
upon the latter. It ought to be an 
axiom among intelligent people 
that the law cannot change human 
nature.

concoctions that not only intoxi- 
cate but kill. 

“The nation’s experience with the 
Volstead Act teaches that 
faulty because it defines as intoxi- 
cating a percentage of alcoho! that 
is not intoxicating. The difficulty 
of fixing the true standard can- 
not be overlooked. Some persons 
are more susceptible to the effects 
of alcohol than are others. Yet 
a board of competent, unprejudiced 
ecientists can determine the true 
standard and such a board, should 
be employed by the government 
to perform that task as a basis 
for revision of the Volstead Act. 


MUST GIVE WAY. 


“Fair play is a jewel. The day 
of excessive prohibition that 
causes ‘white mule’ and other 
fearful beverages to flow in illicit 
streams throughout the country 
should give way toa day of wise 
restrictive law banishing tntoxica- 
tion with all its evils while per- 
mitting the manufacture and sale 
of beverages of low alcoholic con- 
tent as the most effective prevent- 
‘ive of illicit traffic in deadly in- 
toxicapts.

RICKARD STICKS 


Indignantly Refutes Story of 
Young Girl. 


Prominent Men Testify to 
 Honorableness. 


— — 
Always “Square” Rex Beach 
Tells Jury. 


[Achau DISPATCH.) 

NEW YORK, March 27.—Sordid 
inferential charges, alleged details 
of Tex Rickard’s past, including 
attentions to minor girls years ago, 
cheating at poker, abandoning 
women, and selling dubious oil 
stock, were worked into the rec- 
ord by the State this aft@rnoon on 
the cross-examination of the de- 
fendant. Rickard, apparently tak- 
en by surprise at the State's attack, 
answered excitedly a shower of in- 
terrogations which were taken to 
indicate that his enemies of Alaska 
and Nevada days had been volun- 
teering aid to the prosecution. 


INDIGNANT DENIAL. 
To all the questions, put by the 


prosecution; Rickard answered: 
“No” indignantly and emphati- 
cally. 


The prosecution turned to ‘the 
Rickard ol Company and the 
Texas Oil Company, promotions of 
Rickard and forced the witness to 
admit that the stocks of the for- 
mer, floated at $20 a share, sell 
at 50 cents now. 

A lighter incident came when 
Rickard declined to tell the nature 
of the police secret service“ work 
which entities him to carry fire- 
arms. The service was so secret, 
he insisted, that it should not be 
disclosed even in court. 

After much questioning he pro- 
duced a card reading: “New York 
police department: special service 
bureau.” The card was signed by 
Commissioner Enright and Fred 
Feigel, Chief. It stated that Rick- 
ard was enrolled as a captain for 
special service. Rickard admitted 
he had a badge, but said he didn't 
know what the color of it was as 
he had not looked at it since the 
police gave it to him. 

Sarah Schoenfeld, for an alleged 
attack on whom Rickard is vn 
trial, last week testified that Rick- 
ard showed her a gold police badge 
and told her he was a special dep- 
uty Police Commissioner. 


STORY OF LIFE. 


In a quick, nervous voice, Rick 
ard told the romantic story of his 
life. Born in Kansas City, Mo., 
he went to work milking cows in 
the Panhandle of Texas when his 
father died. He was 10 years old 
then. He graduated into ranch- 
hand, then full-fledged cowpunch- 
er. He was City Marshal of Hen- 
rietta, Tex., when he heard the 
first call of gold in Alaska. 

He began prospecting at Circle 
City in 1896. He followed a Klon- 
dike rush, sold a claim and opened 
a gambling house in Dawson, won 
$57,000 and lost it all when a 
miner broke the bank. 

Denying ever having employed 
women in his establishments, he 
told of subsequent gambling house 
operations in Alaska and in Ne- 
vada, following the gold discover- 
les there in 1904. Then followed 
his Gans-Nelson and  Jeffries- 
| Johnson tight promotions, then his 
Paraguay cattle-land ventures, 
abandoned at the outbreak of the 
war. 

PRODUCES ALIBI. 

Rickard on direct examination 
testified that on the night of Jan- 
23 he was in the home 
of his attorney, with Charles Thor- 
ley, Fifth-avenue florist, and former 
Judge Leahman from 8 to 10 
o'clock. Nellie Gasko and Sarah 
Schoenfeld swore he took them for 
a ride in Central Park in his auto- 
mobile at 9 o'clock that night.
